over the strike outlook, and thinks 
that victory will soon perch upon the 
banners of the miners, as the coal fam- 
ine is now growing serious. He says 
that arrangements could be made, even 
now, with the operators, by which over 
half of the striking miners could go to 
work, but the ranks of the miners will 
not be broken, and they will stand firm 
until a complete victory rests with 
them.

A royal proclamation issued Monday 
morning abolishes the constitution of 
1888 
and restores that of 1SC9. giving 


the king the right to appoint oric-third 
of the members of the chamber of dep- 
uties. 
With the restoration of the old 


constitution the secret ballot ceases, 
and the '.electoral system of scrutin do 
listc is abrogated. Tho king has taken 
this step upon the advice of his father. 
ex-King Milan. 
Upon tho. orders of 


the king Premier Nicoliijcvios will at 
once reorganize the Cabinet. 


The abolition of the constitution of 


1888 
revokes nil laws enacted under 


that instrument, which included the 
guarantee of freedom of the press, the 
right to hold public assemblies and to 
maintain secret and other societies and 
the privilege of local administration. 
These laws ore replaced by the more 
stringent ones under the constitution 
of 18f.n. Tho Skuptschina will be im- 
mediately dissolved. 


The radicals arc intensely excited 


over the action of the king, and Dra- 
conic measures will be required to pre- 
serve order. 
The proclamation of the 


king, putting the new order of things 
into operation, was read to the troops

designed exclusively for passengera. 
She was named tlyj Gen. Pike. It 
took her thirty-one hours to make her 
trips between Louisville and Cincin- 
nati, a trip that is made at the present 
time in nine hours. In 1823 there were 
public rejoicings at Louisville, Ky., 
when a steamboat arrived there in fif- 
teen clays and six hours from New Or- 
leans. The captain, answering a com- 
plimentary toast, gravely stated that 
the upward passage might possibly be 
accomplished hi fifteen days, or six 
houjrs less than the time lie had jus* 
made. Within twenty years the pas- 
sage was performed in a few honra 
over four days, and at the present time 
the distance, fourteen hundred and 
eighty miles, can be made by the fast 
packets in a little over three days.

Located near Arkansas: City; Ark., 


are the Osages, probably the richest 
tribe- of Indians ,in the world. They 
number about • three hundred men, 
women and children, cacli of. whom re- 
ceives from the government between 
three hundred and four hundred dol- 
lars annuity in'interest on the pur- 
chase price of lands sold many years 
ago. In addition to this they derive a 
good income from the rent of land on 
the reservation now occupied by them, 
most of it being- used by cattlemen for 
grazing purposes. They arc negotiat- 
ing^for'the'sale of the reservation, or 
that part of it which they do not wish 
to retain to be divided in severally. 


Many of tho Osages, says the "Wash- 


ington Star, are "highly educated, and 
some of them etiioy all the luxuries of 
modern civilization. There are sev- 
eral magnificent residences ou the lit- 
tle reservation. Probably tho most 
imposing of these is that of Frank 
Deno.ya, just completed. It Is splen- 
didly finished and furnished through- 
out. It is provided with hot and cold 
water buths, and all other appoint- 
ments that are to be found in tho bet- 
ter class of city homes. Servants are 
employed to do all of the housework, 
and an accomplished teacher is kept to 
instruct the female members of the 
family in music and other accomplish- 
ments of polite society. As fast as the 
children complete the primary course 
of education they are sent to the best 
schools in the country to receive in- 
struction in the higher branches. 


While Mr. Denoya is still n, compara- 


tively young man, he has a family of 
twelve children, each of whom receives 
over thirty dollars a mouth from the 
geneial government. In addition to 
this they receive rental for twelve 
hundred acres of grass land. He has 
inclosed and. under cultivation one 
hundred and sixty acres of fine val- 
Jey land for each member of his family, 
which earns a yearly rental of three 
dollars per acre. His income from all 
sources amounts to more than twelve 
'thousand dollars per annum. He has 
not a dollar of tax to pay, and his chil- 
dren are educated without cost to him. 
' While there is every inducement for 
the Osages to raise large families, the 
tribe is steadily "decreasing .in num- 
bers, and it will be, it is said, but a 
short time after they take their allot- 
ment in severally and break up tribal 
relations before the race will be ex- 
tinct. They do not work, and those 
who have not improved their oppor- 
tunity to adopt the mode of living of 
their well-to-do white brothers are 
vagabonds. The trade of the Osages is 
much sought after by merchants of 
towns in the surrounding country. 
-Before the opening of the Cherokee 
strip it all came to Arkansas City, 
which was the nearest trading point, 
but cow no less than three towns have 
been started whose only excuse for 
their existence is their nearness to the 
Osage reservation.

The Chinese Viceroy Showing That He B«- 
ll«ve» In tbe Value of Eilncatlon. 


Li nun?-Chang has given one more 


Instance of his readiness to adopt west- 
ern ideas where they may some day 
add to China.'s power to cope with the 
foreigner on the field and afloat by 
the building of a large medical col- 
lege, which he opened recently at 
Tientsin, in connection with the naval 
service. This, says a writer in the 
New York Ilerald, is the first institu- 
tion of the kind worth speaking of, 
started by the Chinese government, 
which, despite its craze for western 
arms, and foreign ships of war, has 
hitherto made no provision whatever 
for treating- its wounded. The college 
is upon an extensive scale and will be 
under the charge of a distinguished 
graduate of Dublin university, who 
was selected for the post by the late 
Sir A. Clarke. The establishment of 
the college is largely due to the per- 
sonal efforts of Dr. Irwin. the viceroy's 
medical attendant, and to a talented 
Canadian lady. Dr. King, who exer- 
cised much influence upon the lat« 
Ladv 1A. and she, in turn, had long 
urged the viceroy to lay the founda- 
tion of an institntioTi where the Chi- 
nese might be taught the knowledge 
of the west in the healing art, in 
which both the viceroy aud his late 
wife strongly believed. Already some 
twenty well educated, English speak- 
ing young Chinamen have entered the 
college, and teaching has already com- 
menced. The opening of the new in- 
stitution was attended by a pleasing 
ceremonial, in -which the foreign and 
Chinese officials displayed the most 
friendly relations and gave utterance to 
the most amicable sentiments toward 
each other. The aged but still vig- 
orous viceroy evinced the liveliest in- 
terest in the entire proceedings. 


Tfce London 4t NortliwMtern, Which Ha* 


a Capital of Ov.r *53B,OOO,OOO. 


An official of the Pennsylvania lines, 


who recently spent several weeks in 
Suropt, gives some interesting infor- 
mation regarding the London & North- 
western railway. This is the oldest 
and wealthiest of English roads, but 
he says English roads are not up to 
American roads in traveling- facilities. 
He adds that an ide'a of the magnitude 
of this road may be gathered from the 
fact that the company has a working 
capital of over §535,000,000, an annual 
revenue of 858,500,000, and an expend- 
iture of about §82,000,000; it operates 
3,700 miles of road; it conveys yearly 
03,500,000 passengers and 87,750,000 tons 
of freight and minerals; it employs 
82,000 people, 18,500 of whom are in the 
locomotive department; it owns 7,250 
passenger cars, 58,000 freight ears, 2,550: 
engines, nineteen steamships and 3,600 
horses. The number of stations on the 
line is 800; there are 32,000 signal lev- 
ers in operation and 17,000 signal lamps, 
lighted every night; the ,total mileage 
run by the company's engines collec- 
tively in ong day is 170,502 miles, and 
during the whole year 62,250,000 miles. 
The safety of passengers is the first 
and foremost consideratiou of the di- 
rectors and the company's officials; the 
trains are equipped with the vacuum 
brake and the line is worked through- 
out on the absolute block system; each 
of the signal boxes is in electrical com- 
munication with those on either side, 
and no train is allowed to pass a signal 
box until the preceding train has 
passed out of the section in advance 
and that section is perfectly clear. 
The permanent way is of the most per- 
fect build, and aU tunnels, bridges and 
viaducts 'are constructed with solidity 
and thoroughness, while throughout 
the main portion (owing to.the large 
traffic) four distinct tracks of steel 
rails are continually in use; the ex- 
press trains run at a rate of forty-five 
to sixty miles per hour and are noted 
for their steadiness and for running on 
time.

Sacred Island In Ahywlnla- 


Lake Zouay, in Abyssinia, and near 


Vhe'southern frontier of that country,, 
had not been visited for three or four 
hundred years by the Abyssinian au- 
thorities and the people who live on an 
island in the midst of the lake had re- 
mained .without any communication 
with the exterior world. Smperor 
Menelik has recently paid a visit to 
that lake, where is situated the island 
of Debra-Sina, in the churches of 
which most valuable Ethiopian manu- 
scripts had been hidden by Abyssinian 
monarchs at the time of the invasion 
of their country by the Egyptian and 
Soudan Moslems. The island'is held 
ns sacred ground and JTenclik's chap- 
lain was the only man to proceed there 
on 
that occasion; he visited 
the 


churches, looked at the ancient manu- 
scripts and brought some of them to 
the emperor, who ordered them to be 
religiously returned to the chief of the 
island.

You may, by digging down at 
the root of a young tree, turn up a 
number' of them at every spide thrust 
Put them into a box, cover them over 
with dirt; : then -go to the nearest 
stream, bait your hook with one "of 
them and ,throw in your line. If you 
don't catch something, it IB because 
the fish are all dead or else you weren't 
born- to be an angler.; Trout, black 
bass, rock bass,^perch, pickerel and 
even bullheads will turn aside in dis- 
dain from fly, minnow, worm or craw- 
fish and eagerly jrrab at the larva of 
thelocust. There is use for everything, 
and if our periodical oicade guests give 
us hotter fishing, then surely their vis- 
its cannot be regarded as an. unmiti- 
gated evil.

This, however, is not 
quite tlie right way of putting it 
The doctors being- so numerous, the 
patient had to go to them, and, though 
the case was not a Burgical one, the 
operating theater of the largest hos- 
pital was selected as the only suitable 
•arena for the united labor of the four 
hundred, and twenty-three. It is not 
surprising to read that after the first 
hour,she showed symptoms of the great- 
est exhaustion. 


The specialists refusing to jrive any 


precise opinion, the patient did what 
our own patients often do in similar 
circumstances. 
She asked for the 


consolations of religion and a Bud- 
dhist priest was summoned. This eccle- 
siastic, 
considering doubtless that 


there should be nothing-seeretbctween 
a priest and a penitent, applied him- 
self not only to the diagnosis of her 
spiritual condition, but also that of her 
malady, and he succeeded in discover- 
ing the cause with a promptitude that 
shamed the four hundred and twenty- 
three. "Malady due to the introduc- 
tion of railways into Japan" was his 
speedy 
verdict, and the strangest 


thing- is that his patient and all her 
doctors at once declared he was per- 
fectly right.
